An Acquisttion In an Organ.

The Fourth A venue Baptist Church, which
posseses one of the inrgest auditorinms in
the city, has contracted for a new organ, to
cost altogether something over §8,000,
whieh will be one of the largest and most
complete instruments in the city. Witn
Mr, Simeon Bissell just installed as director
of the large chorus choir, and Mr. John Q.
Everson at the new organ, the music of this
chureh bids fair to be worthy of its wealth
aund standing.

The organ will be built by the Wirschin
house, and equipped with their patent win
chiests. A novelty for Pittsburg will be the
stentorphone stop (customarily placed on
the solo manual in four-manual organs) an
exeeedingly powerfnl register on high wind-
pressure, and very useful in leading large
bodies of singers,” Besides the 24 mechani-
cal movements, giving ample control over
all resources, the instrument will contain 39
speaking stops, distributed as follows:

THE PERIL OF A CREW.

A STEAMER ARRIVES IN PORT WITHE
SHIPWEECKED SEAMER.

The Story of the Sinking of a Fishing
Schooner and the Timely Hescue of All
on Board During a Heavy Sea— The
Wreck Happened This Month,

New Yorg, Dec. 27. —Sixtesn ship-
wrecked seamen landed here to-day from the
steamer Eibruz, the captain and crew of 15
men of the American fishing schooner Gracie
C. Young, wrecked at sea early this month,
The Gracie C. Young sailed from Glouees-
ter, Mass., December 1. She was bound for
the Newfoundland Banks after halibut.

Immediately after leaving port she en-
countered severe weather, and on the fourth
dsy out sprung « leak. “'he men were set to
work at the pumps, but the storm increased
and still further opened the seams in the
vessel. Her foremast was carried awsy, and
this mishap left the schooner atthe merey
of the seas, Great waves washed over the
craft and swept her decks. The air was bit-
ter cold, and the water froze ss soon as it
struck the decks. This impeded the work of
the men, maay of whom were almost frozen,
and had to abandon the pumps. Only about
halt the erew were able to work, and their
combined eftorts could not preveat the water
Irom gainine in the haold.

Captain Kenny MePherson, the com-
mander, decided to abandon the vessel at
the first favorable opportunity. The crew
were kept at work day and night. A week
elapsed and it was evident the schooner was
The men prepared to abandon the
vessel on the 15th, when smoke was seen on
the horizonjto the east. Signals of distress
were run up on the main masthead and in
two hours the Elbruz hore down on the sink-
ing vessel and lay-to for the purpose of res
¢uing the crew. The schooner was provided
with seven dories, and in these the 16 men
put off to the rescuing steamer. All these
small boats were halt full of water before
they reached the ship, but all hands were
saved.

DISCHARGED MEN DESTITUIE

Thelr Employers Are Embarrassed and the
Men Disconnt Thelr Time Checks,

PorTLAND, Dec. 27.—The situation of
tha discharged laborers from the Unfon Pa-
cifie Puget Sound extension is growing more
serious every day. At present there are
abont 1,000 in this city, and the number is
increasing hourly, Most ol them are desti-
tute and are unable to get money on their
time checks, which were due December 26,
A large uumber are being fed and lodged by
the city.

Owing to the inability of J. H. Smith &
Co., who had the contract 1o secure money
from the Ucion Pacific, the men are being
put off from day tv day, und as the mouney is
not yet forthcoming it is difficult to foresce
Ahe ontcome, us the men are growing des-
perate. BSome are sore pressed and are dis-
counting the time checks at 50 percent. J.
H. Smith is now at Omaha endeavoring to
secure money frow the Union Pacific Com-
pany. Upor his arrival there be telegraphed
that the company had promised him $300,000
this week, and on this assurance the men
have been quieted.
